Mr. Wilson continues to be the victim of his own 


credulity. It is not so many months ago that the Villa 
junta at Washington was cheek by jowl with the admin- 
istration, the official intercourse between the bandit and 
the United States government lacking only the formal 
trappings of ambassadorial dignity. 
Villa was looked 


upon in official circles as the man who finally would 
emerge on top of the heap, and every aid was given him 
in the acquisition of arms and ammunition to make war 
upon "First Chief"'Carranza. The President gave hisl,,! 
approval to the semi-official procedure, and General ! ><H 
Pershinjr, now on Villa's trail, and General Scott, chief 
of staff of the army, are among those who met Villa ;md 
treated with him as the military chief oi Northern 
Mexico. 


During this period of Villa ascendancy the Car- 


ranza agent in Washington was overshadowed, but with 
such suddenness as to surprise even the closest followers 
of the Mexican muddle, the scenes were shiftcl and the 
stage set for recognition of the de facto Carranza gov- 
ernment. That accomplished the border was closed to 
Villa, and everything possible was done to prevent fur- 
ther shipments of arms from reaching- him. 


Now Villa is a fugitive, hotly pursued by American 


troops in Mexican territory. Carranza objects to the 
procedure, although he gave tacit consent io the expedi- 
tion by exacting from this government the privilege cf 
invasion of its borders in similar pursuits, and demand* 
the withdrawal of the American expedition. 


The sentiment of this country will not countenance 


the abandonment of the Villa chase until the Columbia 
assassin is killed or captured. If it leads to war with 
Mexico, which everyone will deplore, let it lead there 
before adding another to the long list of humiliations 
th« American ]>eople have suffered because Mr. Wilson

credulity. It is not so many months ago that the Villa 
junta at Washington was cheek by jowl with the admin- 
istration, the official intercourse between the bandit and 
the United States government lacking only the formal 
trappings of ambassadorial dignity.

emerge on top of the heap, and every aid was given him 
in the acquisition of arms and ammunition to make war 
upon "First Chief"'Carranza.

approval to the semi-official procedure, and General ! ><H 
Pershinjr, now on Villa's trail, and General Scott, chief 
of staff of the army, are among those who met Villa ;md 
treated with him as the military chief oi Northern 
Mexico. 


During this period of Villa ascendancy the Car- 


ranza agent in Washington was overshadowed, but with 
such suddenness as to surprise even the closest followers 
of the Mexican muddle, the scenes were shiftcl and the 
stage set for recognition of the de facto Carranza gov- 
ernment. That accomplished the border was closed to 
Villa, and everything possible was done to prevent fur- 
ther shipments of arms from reaching- him. 


Now Villa is a fugitive, hotly pursued by American 


troops in Mexican territory. Carranza objects to the 
procedure, although he gave tacit consent io the expedi- 
tion by exacting from this government the privilege cf 
invasion of its borders in similar pursuits, and demand* 
the withdrawal of the American expedition. 


The sentiment of this country will not countenance 


the abandonment of the Villa chase until the Columbia 
assassin is killed or captured. If it leads to war with 
Mexico, which everyone will deplore, let it lead there 
before adding another to the long list of humiliations
